"^aa'an-j inevitable product of history. 
There is an elimination of the class 
of people who are able to derive 
incomes from products , that supply 
wants, theréfore there is no exploit' 
atibn. Each worker receives back 
all the goods he produces in ,onc 
form or another, including mate 
rial needs and culture." 

Marx said the character of work 
will change. The workers will not 
labor Just to supply themselves 
with goods, but to supply ' their 
need of working to create somc' 
thing.

Salary Boost 

The teaching staff of the Univer 
sity of Toronto will receive salary 
increases ranging from $300 a year 
for leeturcrà to $100(1 for professors, 
Presldér^^^^^fSmith announced 
last hljbt^^e^new 'salary increases 
will go into effet^ July 1 

Cost of living bonuses amounting, 
at present, ^to 912 a month will be 
discontinued as of June 30, 1953, 
Dr. Smith said, 

The annual increases that were 
given In .the last two years for 
Professors and Associate ProfeS' 
sors will not be given in 1953-4, 
in view of the fact that their sal- 
aries arc being raised so apprc 
clably, Dr. Smith said there will 
be hnnual increases for 1053-4, not 
to exceed .$100 for each full-time 
Assistant Professor and $200 for 
each full-time Lecturer, pii recom- 
.mcn'dalion 'of the appropriate of 
fleers. These annual increases 
must not produce a salary equal to 
the floor" of the next higher rank,

The Osgoode team argued that 
Isolationism was impractical, and a 
closer alliance ,with:. the . United 
States' would solve certain ecbnomic 
difficulties of the British Common- 
wealth. The Torontonlana stated, 
that In order to survive, the Com- 
monwealth and the Uni|ed States 
need each other.' , . ... ;.:> . . 

The Sir George team insisted that 
the United States would never con- 
sent to an alliance. Such an 
alliance, they said, would destroy 
the , effectiveness of the United 
Nations. The Geqrgians were con- 
vinced that a satisfactory .close 
alliance does already exist between 
the Commonwealth and. the United 
States, besides, they argued, the 
United States has not yet reached 
a sufficient degree of. political 
maturity to enable a further tight- 
ening of the bond, between us. 

The two contes[ts, provided an . in- 
teresting contrast, as the McGlll 
team was unable' to ' defeat . the 
visitors in what Judge Maxwell 
Cohen called "an extremely ' in- 
teresting and novel contest." .

Prlsm'" was the . subject . , of a 
speech delivered i>y Andrew Bri- 
chaht, MA 1, at' a meeting of the 
Historical Society held ; last' Friday 
night In the Union Board Room. • 

Mr.. Brlchanl analyzed some of 
Stalin's recent writings, particu- 
larly the 1952 volume, "Economic 
Problems of Socialism In USSR," 
emphasizing its significance to the 
non-Soylet world. Tills work, writ- 
ten as a defence against criticism 
levelled by Russian économats 
against existing conditions, deals 
largely with domestic issues. Its 
interpretation of present- day In- 
ternational politics, however, may 
provide clues for a better under- 
standing of the machinery of Rus- 
sian foreign policy. 

The speaker said th'at, in rj- 
scncc. the latest theories of Stalin'.-; 



ready , within, either the "capitalis- 
tic** or the. Communist camps can 
be reduced to a three-point 
program. 

This program Includes: 1. a 
standing offer lo trade with "non- 
western" European countries; 2. a 
broad,^: faint ^that the USSR would 
be willinglit^négollàtu a neutrality 
pact with any nation in the event 
of the outbreak of hostilities;' and 
3. a "pledge of support" lo any 
group within any country wishing 
to remain neutral. 

As an example of the third 
group, Mr. Brlchanl cited the neo- 
Nazi upriiriaandni Germany which 
are believeamall^ directly spon- 
sored by Moscowi 

In conclusion, Mr. Brichant 
stated that he bclicv'ci thai Stalin's 
aim in the difunification o£ the 
western world.

Taking the negative side of the 
que«Uon.^Danlcl.-Morris and Gerald 
Chm^|^(|(McGUl emphasized 
that ' Spain's government, . headed 
by General Francisco Franco, is 
basically undemocratic and opposed 
to the Ideals of NATO. 'They In- 
alslcd that NATO should bar all 
totalitarian stales from member- 
ship, not merely Communist dicta- 
torships. They .also claimed that 
the admission of Spain., would 
badly hurt the morale of other 
NATO members such as Ffàhcè 
and Britain who have . long 
opposed Franco's admission to any 
inlernatlonal organization of the 
free nations. , . 

While not denying the undemo- 
cratic character of Franco Spain, 
the Harvard debaten, Frank Olson 
and John Mlsklncn. based their 
affirmative argument chiefly on 
military necessity. They pointed lo 
Spain's strategic position in Europe 
and stated that the- advantages ot 
air and naval bases in the country 
would far outweigh possible politi- 
cal cmbarassment .for tNATOi 7ln' 
additions, they afguerf ' that ' the 
NATO powers could keep a closer 
check on Spain withm the 'organ- 
ization with a view toward even- 
tual rcforaf of the .Spanish govern- 
ment. . . • • 

Debating later at Norfolk Peni- 
tentiary, Morris and Charnesa lost 
a close decblon to the Norfolk 'de- 
baters. The resolution was the 
same as at Harvard. The dcci.slon 
of the Judges was unanimous but 
close, the score being 219 to 208.

An official of the U.Si Consulate !!has sug- 
gested, to Denis Lazure personally but has not 
announced publlply. that his exclusion rests on 
two points: The first Is that he has tfavelled . 
behind the Iron Cui^ni|(|to8t Berlin, Warsaw, 
Prague) and the s^ÇO^^^^the. has advocated 

. an exchange of st'îldenQ^î^ibçiween Canada 
and Ihè Sovfet Uniwl 

The official mentioned nothing else. Lazure 
Is not and has not been a member of any po- 
litically doubtful organizations, and his name > 
is not . and has not been on an^.. doubtful mail- 
ing list The two points mentioned apparentiy' 
constitut<v the stim.of the black' Marks 'against 
him. and both were incurred while he was 
Students' Council president at the University of 
Montreal and a member of the executive of the 
National Federation of Canadian University 
■Students. 

1. In the summer of 1950, NFCUS appointed 
Lazure together with 'the Students' Council 
Resident from the University of Toronto, .to. 
represent Canadian students at . a meeting .of .the . 
communist-dominated International Union of 
Students in. Prague returned with an incisive 
(and hostile) Indictment of the lUS, and his 
recommendation became the foundation of the 
hands-offi policy: NFCUS 'has followed vls-a-vts 
the IlfS^ywl since; The n*xt summer ho was 
appointed oneV-agaln .. to; observe lUS meetings 
beiilnd the Irbn^CuHkin. 

2. Both in 1950 and 1951, Lazure was im- 
pressed with the evident success with which the 
lUS was wooing stbdents In the 'dependent and 
backward*; <'areàsi <ot, 'Asia and ' the,'J|UdjUg|East, 
eulogizing 'Communist students' faSlref ' ; for 
unity and freedom, and stigmatizing students of 
the 'West. Before the 1951 meeting NFCUS told 
him to try to find means of practical co-opcra- 
tlon with the lUS which would not Involve 
agreement with the lUS Idealogy. In this con- 
text, .L^ai" , thought a 3 week exchange of 
students'^ between Canada and the USSR would 
be a good idea. It would be beside the point to 
discuss the merits of the exchange here. It Is 
a fact, however, that the Students' Councils ot 
16 out of 20 Canadian Universities agreed with 
Laz'ure that t))e exchange woufd be a good Idea. 

rThe. conclusion Is inescapable, that many 
Canadian students who were capable and 
ixtpular enough might have been elected to the 
position Denis Lazure held, performed their 



tasks as conscientiously, and then foimd them-. > 
selves, like him,, excluded 'from proceeding with , 
their careers in the United States. Dozens of ,' 
students who fought' with him for the exchànge 
will' not need to ask.
